unsunce as a sow or horse stable is 
md noi'one bit more obnoxious. And 
t h.'S been my own experience that t 
an keep three hogs and can sell one 
hog and have the other two just about. 
:lear, even at the cost of fued at the 
present time. Look what this means 
;o the poor working man. Jt simply 
neans that he is aide to secure his 
winter's supply of meat at a gradual 
:ost and in such a manner so he hard- 
ly misses what it (iocs cost him, 
whereas if he were not permitted to 
keep hogs he is compelled to plank 
down at one time all that it costs him 
for his meat. 


Our claim is that if hogs arc prop- 


erly kept and cared for they are not 
any more obnoxious in a community 
than the average horse and cow stable. 
So, in justice to the working man and 
his family, we say let them keep hogs. 
A very good plan would be to permit 
the keeping of hogs, but compel each 
person to take out a license to be is- 
sued by the Council, allowing thtm to 
keep not more than two hogs, and let 
this license be aplied toward paying 
the salary of the Health Officer, whose 
duty it would be to see to it that hog 
pens were kept in proper condition, 
with good floors and permit the for- 
mation of no wallowing places in or 
about the pens.

And 
t h.'S been my own experience that t 
an keep three hogs and can sell one 
hog and have the other two just about. 
:lear, even at the cost of fued at the 
present time. Look what this means 
;o the poor working man. Jt simply 
neans that he is aide to secure his 
winter's supply of meat at a gradual 
:ost and in such a manner so he hard- 
ly misses what it (iocs cost him, 
whereas if he were not permitted to 
keep hogs he is compelled to plank 
down at one time all that it costs him 
for his meat. 


Our claim is that if hogs arc prop- 


erly kept and cared for they are not 
any more obnoxious in a community 
than the average horse and cow stable. 
So, in justice to the working man and 
his family, we say let them keep hogs. 
A very good plan would be to permit 
the keeping of hogs, but compel each 
person to take out a license to be is- 
sued by the Council, allowing thtm to 
keep not more than two hogs, and let 
this license be aplied toward paying 
the salary of the Health Officer, whose 
duty it would be to see to it that hog 
pens were kept in proper condition, 
with good floors and permit the for- 
mation of no wallowing places in or 
about the pens.
